Missouri Feeder Tops With Doddies 


“Gocd blood is as necessary as gocd feed 
in producing cattle for the marke,” said ; 
A. Young of Green City, Misscuri. Un- 
doubtedly he knows, because for the past 
thirty years he has been producing Aber- 
deen-Angus steers for the market that are 
practically pure bred, being the product of 
pure bred registered bulls. But while the cows have been bred to 
none but pure bred bulls, all these years, he has not kept up the 
registration papers. 

“Thirty years ago,” said Mr. Young, “I started with a small 
bunch of pure bred cows and a good registered Aberdeen-Angus 
bull. I raised a crop of calves from this number. Today I have 200 
cows on my place and the blood lines of these animals can be traced 
back to the original purchase of three decades ago. I change the 
bulls annually but the cows have been produced on my place and 
through my system of culling out each year I keep the breeding herd 
at the highest standard. I watch the calves and the cows closely. 
keeping only the best and when a good bull is secured each time, I 
am sure of getting calves that will mature into high class market 
cattle. 

“The Aberdeen-Angus cattle are the best for market purposes,” 
added Mr. Young. “They get good growth from the start and hav- 
ing the necessary frame, they make good gains when put into the 
feed lot. They are the only kind of cattle I have handled in my 
thirty years of farming experience and it is most likely if there 
were any better I would have found out and changed my methods 
before now. 

“It does not cost as much to feed pure bred cattle for the 
market as it does scrubs; in fact, it takes less feed to finish a lot 
of cattle that has the necessary quality. Pure bred blood in the 
cattle is the oniv way to improve the quality. I can see the serubs 
fast being replaced by the higher quality pure breds or good grade 
cattle and I myself would not have anything but the best bred stock 
on my place. 

“T never purchase a steer or heifer to be finished out for the 
market. I sell around 200 head each vear and everyone of them 
is produced on my farm and from the herd of Angus that I have 
had so many years. No doubt some feeders who do not know, 
would sav it was rather expensive to carry such a large number 
ef cows through the winter, but they would be mistaken. as I have 
foun’ it costs no more to raise my own feeders than it would to 
buy them. And when I 1aise them myself, I know what I’ve got. 

“It is not necessary to have a show bull to produce market 
cattle; a good pure bred animal is all that is necessary and the price 
Is not too high to make the business profitable. I am able to secure 
a bull each year that has plenty of quality. I have been improv- 
ing the cows for thirty years and while they are not registered they 
have all the essentials of pure bred kinds. 

“Cattle produced on my farm are not crowded, for they are giv- 
en plenty of time before being marketed. Most of my steers are 
not marketed until they are passed two and coming three-year-olds. 
Yet they have only a rather short feeding period, the bulk of the 
gains being made from pasture and rough feed during the winter. 
This helps greatly to cut the cost of production and makes the 
business more profitable. 

“The cows are bred so they will calve in the spring. The 


calves start coming the last of February and continue until June, 


however most of them come during March and April. The cows are

and Good Feed Has Done 
as Told by Joseph M. Carroll 


roughed through the winter on hay and 
straw stacks, this giving very cheap rations 
and the low cost of carrying the cows 
through the winter makes the calf figure 
at a small cost. The cost of a steer at the 
feeding stage on this account is smaller than 
if I went to the market and purchased them. 
“Many men have the idea that the cost of carrying the cows on 
through the winter is too high to make the raising of one’s own 
cattle practicable. But I have found that I can carry the cows 
through the winter cheaper than I can through the summer. I have 
plenty of straw each year, as well as hay and corn stalks. These 
rations are the by-products of crops that are harvested and pay for 
the use of the land. On that account their cost as feed can be 
figured at a low level. 

“When the cows begin to calve they are fed ensilage. This is 
continued until the grass is ready and they are then turned out on 
pasture with their calves. The calves are allowed to suckle the 
mothers until weaning time, which is at the age of eight months. 
The cows and calves are kept on pasture until the corn crop is 
harvested. They are then turned into the field where they clean up 
the stalks, but there is corn in the field at the time. But from 
this cheap ration they make gains. When put up for the winter, 
they are given some stalks that are gathered along with the hay 
and straw. 

“All the cattle are carried along in this manner. While some 
of the steers are marketed at two years of age, the majority of them 
are older. I do not make a practice of marketing them in the year- 
ling stage, finding it cheaper to rough them along and give them a 
good straight feeding before selling. 

“The market cattle are fed about 100 days prior to selling. 
They are fed in a forty-acre field. They are there in all kinds of 
weather and I can tell you that Aberdeen-Angus catt'e stand it well 
and make good gains. There is no shed in the field for protection, 
a small natch of timber being the only shelter that they have even 
durine the coldest and stormiest weather. 

“When on full feed the steers get a ration of corn and molasses 
meal alone with good Missouri -blue grass. The last lot that I 
marketed avereved 1433 pounds at selling time. They made very 
good gains when it is considered they were fed only 100 days, which 
is considered a short feeding period and makes the steers short-fed 
cattle. The carrving on rough feed put gains on cheaply; the cat- 
tle got good growth and were able to utilize all the grain fed. The 
hieh quality which they possessed made it possible for them to 
eain cualitv and at the market they showed the high grade and 
proved attractive to the buyers 

“Stock that is being finished for the market is kept in the open 
at all times, being fed in bunks. They always have corn before 
them, eating whenever they please. This factor, the feeder be- 
lieves, is a good method to follow, as the cattle will eat their capac- 
ity each day. He figures where a certain amount is allowed for 
the lot, the steers will be extra hungry at feeding time and this 
results in crowding. The result is some of the cattle get more 
than their share, while others who are timid do not get their allows 
ance. 

“However the troughs are cleaned out each day and what is left 
in the bunks is thrown to the hogs to clean up. As well as handling 
the 200 market cattle each year and maintaining the herd of that 
many cows, this feeder produces from 200 to 250 hogs each year 
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and as in his cattle business, he uses a pure bred sire 
in producing market hogs, showing his fancy for high 
grade stock for killing purposes. 

The scrub has no place on this farm, as the own- 
er explained. He takes pride in the class of stock 
that he produces. That is why he raises all his own 
market stock and maintains his breeding herd at the 
highest standard, so the best calves will be the result. 

Mr. Young keeps a cow as long as it will produce 
a good calf. As soon as it fails to do so it is shipped 
to market. Most of his cows, he says, are good breed- 
ers for at least eight or ten years, he having quite 
a few that are ten years old and are still good breed- 
ers. Having a class of cows of this kind cuts down 
the cost of production as the cow will soon pay for 
itself from the calves produced. He stated that his 
calf crop runs about half-and-half heifers and bulls. 
He does some seliing to farmers in his locality. He 
often sells a bunch of heifers to a farmer who de- 
sires to start breeding stock along the lines which he 
has practiced for years. 

Each fall at weaning time, the heifer calves are 
looked over closely. Any animal that does not meas- 
ure up to the standard and display the qualities which 
he has set is put into the feed lot and sent to 
market as soon as possible. The young heifers that 
have the outstanding quality that makes them desir- 
able for breeders are kept to take the place of the 
older animals that are culled out each year. This is 
his system of keeping the herd of cows at a high 
standard. He knows the stock from the day it is 
born. He knows what sort of cows they came from, 
the status of the sire and can form his own conclusion 
what the heifers will produce by the time they are 
ready to breed. 

In all, Mr. Young has 2,100 acres, 1,700 of this 
is his own and the balance is pasture land which he 
rents. On his own farm he raises practically enough 
corn to finish his usual number of cattle for market 


each year, devotes considerable to pasture and cuts | 


hay from part of it. Practically all the feed fed on 
his place is produced on his own land. 

When looking for a bull to breed to the cows on 
his place, the price is a secondary consideration. He 
wants one of good quality and gets it, although as he 
said it is not necessary to pay a fancy price for a bull 
to be used for raising market cattle. 

“It pays in the long run to handle pure bred 
cattle for market purposes,” said Mr . Young. “A 
man has the satisfaction of knowing what he is feed- 
ing. The calves are all the same color. This is a 
big advantage at selling time, as buyers seem to 
figure that a man who will takes pains to produce 
high grade stock will not skimp on the feeding and 
such handling results in a high dressing steer. By 
the time the cattle are ready for the feed lot they are 
uniform in size and weight, making an even lot when 
they are shipped to market.” 

When he is through with the bull it is sold again. 
Many times one of his neighbors will be the buyer. 
According to Mr. Young, there is quite a number of 
market feeders in his section who are handling high 
grade Aberdeen-Angus cattle for market purposes. 

Quantity as well as quality production combined 
is the aim of this feeder. His large acreage allows 
him to carry the cattle on pasture and roughage 
practically all year, in fact, the only cattle to get a 
straight grain feed are those being fitted for market. 
Quality, as he stated, is assured from the use of the 
high grade cows and a good pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus bull each time. 

At marketing time, his latest lot of cattle aver- 
aged 1433 pounds. From the time they were put 
into the feed lot until marketed, which was 100 days, 
the- showed a gain of 3% pounds per head per day. 
This is very good weight gains and bears out the 
statement of the feeder, that good blood at the start 
gives the cattle the foundation to build on and when 
properly fed are bound to prove profitable to the 
feeder. 

To improve the grade of market cattle is the aim 
of most feeders, and according to this feeder and 
breeder, the main essential is the securing of a pure 
bred bull, as this furnishes the blood lines to the calf 
that will make it develop into a high grade steer, one 
that gains quickly and when finished has outstand- 
ine quality that is demanded by the buyers, especial- 
ly if a high price is expected.

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What the Slaughter Test Tells 


eferring to “the slaughter test” 
at Fn International Live Stock Ex- 
siiton, I have this to say: A rea- 
son for lack of interest (especially 
among patrons of other beef breeds) 
is the Angus successes, as it is a most 
one-sided affair. The same can be ; 
said about the carload prizes and single animal championships of 
the show proper. Why is it? 

“Reasonable people must and will concede that Angus cattle 
have more flesh, or inner muscle, on an average, than any other 
beef breed. I’ve been acquainted with these facts since the early 
sixties, when on a visit to the Scottish border during that time, in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne market, I found these Doddies, or Kloes, by 
far the favorites among fleshers (as butchers are termed there). 
My proclivities running in meat investigation, I took cognizance of 
certain traits and attributes of these black cattle. 

“Since the earliest American Fat Stock Shows, the first just 
forty years ago, I have watched with both eyes and felt with my 
hands for what give certain results. The thing is plain to all in- 
telligent cattle growers. Why? It is not the size of the eye of 
beef in loin and rib alone, but flesh abundance permeates the whole 
carcass, so the plates and brisket cuts are treated with equal regard 
by the respective purchasers. 

“These are facts worth knowing and to acquire this knowledge 
is to take a more lively interest in results of slaughter tests. Do 
not merely be content 
with the printed table 
in the Gazette, or any

South Dakota Rules On Delayed Pedigree 


In Weeks vs. Lee (two cases), 175 Northwestern 355, Supreme 
Court of South Dakota, decided December 16, 1919, the Court af- 
firmed the action of the Circuit Court of Clay County (S. D.) in 
granting a motion for a new trial on one ground but remanded the 
cause for a new trial on the other. 

Martin Weeks was a raiser of pure-bred registered: Polled 
Shorthorn cattle, which he raised to sell for breeding purposes. In 
February, 1915, he purchased a bull from A. E. Lee, which Lee 
represented to be a pure-bred registered Polled Shorthorn. The 
price paid was $250 and Lee agreed to furnish a pedigree showing 


that the bull was properly registered. 


Lee had knowledge of Week’s business and that he intended to 

use the bull for breeding to his pure-bred cows so as to produce 
calves and cattle for 

sale as pure. breds.

After Lee had informed 
him of his inability to 
furnish the bull’s pvedi- 
gree, Weeks sold two of 
the bull calves for $75 
each and castrated five 
others. 


of which there are, and 
always will be some; i. 
e., pure-bred cattle fall 
into the hands of the 
Phillistines (I might 
say Central powers, these times) and you know what that means. 
Registered cattle are the aristocracy of bovinity, consequently ought 
to be treated as such for results, and to have them so they will 
make everyone who views them covetous to a degree. Suppose a 
party of us were in New York, on 5th Avenue and there were a lot 
of young men on the sidewalk in rags—very much so— and on in- 
quirin’ we were told there was young Gould, Rockefeller, Harriman, 
Morgan, et al. We would doubt the truth of it. I have seen cattle, 
registered stock, when I could scarcely believe it.

People who starve a scrub on a farm should change their business.

On August 15, 
1917, Lee procured and 
sent the bull’s pedigree 
70 Weeks and the un- 
‘old calves were regis- 
tered. These were then more than a year old so that registration 
cost $9 more per animal than if registered before that age. 

The supreme Court in passing upon the merits of the case hold: 

1. That Lee’s negligence is not furnishing the bull’s pedigree within a 
reasonable time had led to the disposal of some calves as “grades,” the castration 
of others, and the payment of a higher registration fee on others. 

2. That Weeks’ damages would be the difference between the value of 
the calves as registered pure-bred stock and the amount realized from their sale 
as “grades” plus the extra cost of registering the remaining calves over what 
it would have cost had the pedigree been furnished within a reasonable time.

The Scottish agricultural col- 
leges are following a system of 
breed study that breeders here, espec- 
ially in three or four of our leading 
Aberdeen-Angus states, ought to 
copy. This is the bringing to the 
farms of the students from their 
agricultural colleges. In order to 
give an idea of how this is done, we here reprint the story of a visit 
at the Doonholm farm recently, as reported in The Farming News, 
Perth, Scotland: : 

“When Mr. James Kennedy, of Doonholm, Ayr, laid the foun- 
dation of his Aberdeen-Angus herd in 1900, he kept in view certain 
ideals from which in the intervening years he has never swerved. 
This, in large measure, explains the consistent progress which has 
been made right along. It must have taken some courage to em- 
bark upon a large expenditure in establishing a herd in the land of 
Burns, far removed from the headquarters of the breed. The results 
attained have justified the venture. As is explained in the newly- 
issued private catalogue of the Doonholm herd, ‘from the outset the 
aim of the owner has been to breed animals of the most correct 
early-maturing modern type, also to uphold robustness of constitu- 
tion and good milking qualities.’ But a leading factor in the case 
is hat Mr. Kennedy, although having the most expert assistance in 
carrying on his herd, has never ceased to exercise a guiding influ- 
ance in the management of his cattle: His knowledge of the breed, 
and his wise discretion in the handling and mating of the different 
tribes of which it is composed, has counted for much. It is no won- 
der, therefore, that by strict adherence to such a policy, the Doon- 
holm herd soon attained to a front rank position. 

Just eight years after the establishment of the herd, the Doon- 


holm cattle created a 
record which has never 
been surpassed or. even 
equalled. At the New- 
castle show of 1908, the 
herd took four first 
prizes, the group prize, 
and the female cham- 
pionship.

He received $19.50 per 
hundred pounds, and the steers weighed 990. 

But six years ago, Mr. Bradshaw was a drug clerk, wielding the 
tools of a skilled pill maker, who served them up in pinks and yel- 
lows and browns to suit the most discriminating tastes in pills. But 
from his bottles and boxes of cascarets, quinine and other pellets, 
he had an inspiration one day; perhaps it was a call of the feedlot, 
or the pill business was off color. But at any rate, A. D. Bradshaw 
went back to the farm with his brother, Walker Bradshaw, and they 
began raising Aberdeen-Angus. They raised them with pedigrees, 
too, and along with the pedigrees they fed cattle because they had 
been raised at that game and wanted to see pedigrees pay out when 
they went up against the cold, calculating eye of the butcher and 
packer. Take a look at the load pictured here if you are in doubt 
as to their success. 

This string of baby beef steers was fed in Warren county, IIl., 
where Bradshaw has relatives.

J. Dickson of Dickson & McDowell, heavy buyers at 
the recent International sale, is a power in Northwestern livestock 
affairs is seen in a recent announcement of the Portland Journal 
that Mr. Dickson has just promoted a packing plant to be built next 
the new Pacific International Exposition buildings at Portland, Ore-

At that time a difference 
arose over the terms under 
which the site was to be se 
cured, and it was not until 
Saturday that an adjustment 
was reached and the papers 
finally signed. 

As a result of the publi- 
cation of their plans, the 
company has since received 
from China, the Philippines, 
Cuba and Porto Rico, re- 
quests from persons and 
firms who seek to be named 
as agents for the distribution 
of the output in those mar- 
kets. 

In the new company are 
George Dickson, one of the 
best known cattlemen in the 
West, many years ago asso- 
ciated with Swift & Com- 
pany as a livestock buyer; 
J. L. Sterrett, a packer of 
long experience, who came

ures in Portland. The work of forming the organization has been in progress for 
nine months, and all the plans have been perfected for conducting a packing 
business on a very large scale.

Druid (225), calved 1854, another Kinnaird celebrity, was a 
long, straight bull with great style and carriage, his head and neck 
being considered superior to those of Young Viscount (736). In 
point of quality, Young Viscount was probably the better of the 
two, though he would have been hypercritical indeed who would 
not have pronounced Druid to have been in that respect far above 
the average. He was probably the best bull of the breed seen till 
the appearance of Young Viscount. 

Panmure (51), calved 1840, of Lord Panmure’s breeding, must 
be regarded as one of the most impressive sires the breed has 
produced. He was an animal of no ordinary merit, with fine out- 
line and elegant head. An old breeder described him as having 
been a rather long, low-standing bull of superlative quality. 

Hanton (228), calved 1852, bred by Mr. Bowie and well known 
in connection with the Tillyfour herd, was a bull of uncommon 
substance, even flesh and first-class quality, with quarters that have 
seldom been excelled, but he could by no means be called a fault- 
less animal; his head was somewhat coarse and flat on the top. 

Prince Albert of Baads (1336), calved 1877, bred by Mr. George 
Reid, when shown at the Highland show at Kelso in 1880, being at 
that time three years old, was considered one of the best bulls of 
modern times, if not, indeed, of any time; and he maintained his 
form well as an aged sire, for at Edinburgh, four years later, his 
immense level frame and thick covering of fine flesh were much 
admired. He was not so good on the top of his shoulders as he 
was when younger, but this fault at his age was trifling; and 
Prince Albert would probably have beaten Justice, gay and at- 
tractive as Justice was, had it not been that, with all his extra- 
ordinary merit, he was considered slightly deficient in breed char- 
acter. On the top of his shoulders he was not first-rate, but this 
blemish was less objec- 
tionable to some judges

The subsequent history of the herd, its brilliant show-yard victories, 
and remarkable reduction sales, are part of the legacy which Young 
Viscount left behind him. He improved the females in form and 
substance; imparted his wonderful constitution to whatever he 
touched, and both as a show bull and a stock bull is entitled to be 
considered the greatest Aberdeen-Angus sire which the last century 
produced. A well-known judge described Young Viscount as “one 
of the most perfectly formed bulls for flesh-carrying purposes he 
ever saw.” He was always in such condition that you could have 
taken him off the grass and sent him to the Smithfield Club Show 
to win. By some judges his head was said to be wanting in ex- 
pression, but I am convinced that if put alongside the best bull we 
have ever seen, a jury of experts would have been compelled to give 
Young Viscount the preference. He was a most impressive bull; he 
did not leave anything in the male line which was quite worthy of 
his reputation as a getter, though I have seen the Young Viscount 
blood appear in some of the more recent show bulls for which he 
did not get all the credit he deserved. In his females there was 
no mistaking the impress of this great sire. A visit I made to 
Ballindalloch when Young Viscount’s daughters were budding into 
matronhood—two-year-old and three-year-old—is a memory which 
will remain. The elegance, sweetness and quality of Sir George’s 
females I have long been familiar with, but Young Viscount’s daugh- 
ters were so beautifully ribbed up and natural to the touch, that I 
could not help cogitating on the historic purchase at the Montcof- 
fer sale in 1878.” 

Iliad (2843), calved 1882, bred by Mr. James Argo, is thus re- 
ferred to: Iliad’s fame does not by any means rest upon his record 
as a show bull. He had not the depth, substance, and wealth of 
Young Viscount or the gaiety of Justice, but he was a straight, well- 
put-together bull, and his shoulders were, if a little narrow on the 
top, well placed, while his quarters were long and nicely formed. 
He was a bull that critics might pick faults in; he might have had 
a little more crest and more character in the head perhaps, but it 
must be remembered that similar remarks were sometimes used 
with reference to Young Viscount himself. It was the extraordin- 
ary success of Iliad as a 
getter which entitles him 
to be ranked as one of the 
foremost sires of the last 
century. He went to Bal- 
lindalloch in October, 1883 
and remained there until 
July, 1893, when he was 
killed. During that per- 
iod he left seventy-eight 
calves in the herd, and 
while his daughters rath- 
er outnumbered his sons— 
there were forty-one of

the former and thirty-sev- 


Trojan (402), calved 
1863, bred by Mr. , 
M’Combie, Tillyfour, and 
an epoch-making sire, his 
success in the Ballindalloch herd having been very conspicuous, 
was individually a bull of very superior character and quality; yet 
his merit was not of such outstanding mark as to have attracted 
the eye of any but a skilled breeder, who could read through his 
defects his possibilities as a sire. He left, as will be seen from 
notices elsewhere, an indelible mark on the Ballindalloch herd. 
How well he mated with the premier Erica tribe is writ in the 
history of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 

Young Viscount (786), calved 1873, bred by Mr. W. Duff, Mr. 
Hendry remarks, was the bull of the century. There have been 
bulls which had more bewitching gaiety about them, but none that 
have possessed in such a superlative degree pre-eminence in point 
of quality, none that could be compared with him as a model of a 
great beef-producing breed. He did not require to be prepared 
for the show-yard as he never lost flesh or form, and his career in

hit Sir George Macpherson Grant made in his selection of sires, 
for he probably did more for the Ballindalloch herd than any bull 
That was the opinion of Sir George Macpherson Grant 


ever in it. 


en of the latter—it was in 
the male line that he 
scored his biggest suc- 
cesses. Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders will not soon forget the excitement created in the show- 
yard by lliad’s male produce, when at Inverness, in 1892, his sons 
Prince Inca, Enthusiast and Eltham headed the three classes of 
bulls and when at Edinburgh, 1893, Esmond, Eltham and Eurotas 
repeated the same performance, and when the same three with the 
transference of Prince Inca for Esmond, the same year topped their 
respective classes in the show-yard of the Royal Northern at Aber- 
deen. Iliad had great opportunities at Ballindalloch, where he 
was mated to straight-bred females of high individual merit and of 
the choicest blood, and as a bull breeder his opportunities were not 
lost. He left more sires of first-class reputation between 1885 
and 1893 than almost any other Aberdeen-Angus herd has pro- 
duced in the course of its whole history. Although his females were 
not equal in merit to his male produce (his bull calves were char- 
acterized by their beautiful hind-quarters, which did not invariably 
follow in the case of the heifers that were got by him), he left 


the mark of great quality in many of his calves in this line. He 
proved exceptionally potent when used on Pride of Aberdeen fe- 
males dashed with an infusion of Jilt blood [continued on page 24

possibilities in Brazil and 
the heavy handicaps under 
which any attempts at ex- 
ports of pure-breds from here by individuals would encounter. More 
for its information along these lines than for its immediate business 
openings to breeders in the United States, we reprint these letters: 

41 Rua 15 de Novembro, Sao Paulo, (Brazil), December 11. 
1919. To the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association of 
North America, Chicago, Ill. 

We are in receipt of your esteemed favour of October 28th, and 
were very pleased to see your Association interested in taking a 
position in the South American market. You are no doubt aware of 
the fact that, in new countries tnat are suddenly developing a large 
stock-raising business, certain breeds are adopted by the generality 
of breeders, leaving out of count altogether any and all other breeds 
perhaps quite as suitable as those adopted. In the Argentine for 
instance, the Shorthorn has taken such a lead as to represent close 
upon 90 per cent. of all the improved stock in that country (7,400,000 
head out of a total of 8,500,000—census of 1908). In Uruguay, the 
same holds true, about Herefords. There is now, however, in the 
Argentine at any rate, a tendency to be less exclusive, and the Polled 
Angus is steadily gaining in favour, breeding stock of that breed 
being largely imported from Scotland. 

Here in Brazil, the stock-raising business is still in its infancy, 
and the problems to be solved are so many and so complex that no 
actual criterium is decisively established as to how to go about it. 
One of the questions most debated is that of “which breed is most 
suitable ?”—and there, opinions vary to the most extreme limits. 

Polled Angus cattle 
have been tried, but 
with no great amount 
of success.

served were due mostly 
to the fact that the 
breed was introduced 
by Government offic- 
ials, on State, or Exper- 
imental Farms—and it 
must be frankly stated 
that such official estab- 
lishments have, through 
their utter ignorance of 
all things concerned 
with live-stock raising, 
contributed more than 
anything else to the 
discredit of fine breeds 
of cattle.

Chief and most fatal of 
all these diseases, is the 
“Texas” or “tick” 
fever—with this aggra- 
vation that the Brazil- 
ian form is entirely dif- 
ferent. from any other, 
so that even cattle 
brought from the tick- 
zone of Texas,fever-im- 
mune there, surely die 
here, if infected by the 
native ticks. We refer 
you, on this subject, to 
our friend Dr. MeNeil, 
whom you mention in 
your letter, and who 
has for five years 
tackled that problem 
here.

heifer, in splendid shape 
and just about ready to 
drop her calf, out of 
pedigree sire, sold at 
auction for just about 
$100, American gold! 

There begins however to be now some sort of demand for 
Polled-Angus stock in the South of Brazil (State of Rio Grande do 
Sul, and we know personally of one big stock breeding concern in 
the Far West (Matto Grosso), who, having tried the Herefords for 
quite a time, are discarding them now as unfit, and substituting by 
black Polls. 

We do not doubt therefore that, with a proper campaign started 
in its favour. and good breeding stock put at the disposition of stock 
raisers in Brazil, a good market could be opened in this country for 
the Polled-Angus breed. We saw sometime ago, in the “North 
American” (Spanish edition), a fine long article in favour of the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Such an article may have been very 
“efficiently” prepared, for the North American public—but the 
magazine in which it appeared has a very small circulation in South 
America, and at any rate does not reach the stock-man. Propagan- 
da in these countries requires quite an organization, quite a knowl- 
edge of local conditions, quite a science of technical and “shop” 
terms and expressions as used by real stockmen—and all those 
things are not to be found in the translation (however good) made

to get over this tick 
fever proposition, is to 
let the cattle have the 
fever, get over it, and 
then they are immune 
' for life. This however 
is a costly process, when applied to grown up cattle, for the mor- 
tality, as already stated, amounts to a very high percentage. The 
only way round the difficulty is to bring the stock here quite young 
(10 to 12 months at the most), and give them at that age a progres- 
sive dose of “ticks,” the effects of which they feel, but owing to 
their young age, and consequently abundant production of red cells 
(which is the element the parasite destroys in the blood), they get 
over it pretty easily, and fatal cases are few. Even, with proper 
medication during the acute stage of the fever, losses can be re- 
duced practically to nil. ‘ 

But then comes in another question. These calves cannot be 
sold as soon as they are over the fever, first because they are too 
young for the market here, (which demands only anima!s ready for 
range service) and principally because they are so run down and 
look so poorly (due to the fever) that they would not command any 
price adequate to their quality. j 

We therefore have made it a specialty of ours to solve this 
problem, and so far we are the only firm to do it—and we offer our 
services in this connection to all breeders who wish to avail them- 
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e great opportunities Brazil is offering just now. 
ek yen , ae this comenes a farm, of a little over 400 acres, just 
outside the city limits of Sao Paulo, where we receive all young 
stock to be immunized, see them through the sickness, feed them up 
after recovery, and take proper care of them until they have reached 
the proper age for sale (16 to 18 months), and then dispose of them 
at best prices. We are located very near to the State Biological 
Institute, the veterinary section of which is under the care of our 
particular friend, Dr. G. A. Roberts, of Atlanta (Va.), an American 
vet. with great experience of all tropical | diseases, so that even 
jn acute cases, or upon any accident happening to the stock, we can, 
just on a phone call from the farm, get immediate and efficient 
help from the official station. We believe therefore that our organ- 
ization is as complete and as efficient as anybody can desire. 

To interested stock breeders, we offer the following proposition: 
That they consign to us whatever number they deem convenient of 
young calves (bull-calves and heifers), as described above, i. e.: be- 
tween 10 and 12 months of age, or even younger if they are weaned 
and well used to dry-feeding (on account of sea journey). They 
might be specially prepared to that effect say one month before 
sailing. Number to be anything between 10 and 30, several breed- 
ers clubbing together to that effect if necessary, it being not advis- 
able to send only a few head, on account of proportionally high 
expenses of care taken during the trip and other incidentals. These 
calves must be of very good type, and be registered (see further on) 
but need not be “prize” animals, as the prices at present ruling 
here are not yet high enough to compensate the value of very fine 
specimens.

inducement to ship young stock. It is to be expected that, with the 
increased facilities for shipment between North and South America, 
these rates will’ be considerably reduced. Insurance they quote at 
$105. Of course this depends upon the value of the stock, as the 
insurance rate is always a per cent. of the amount insured for. . 
Before the war, English companies would insure live-stock from 
Europe to their final destination (last Ry. station) in Brazil, for 
amout 4% per cent. of value insured. The charge of $75 for fit- 
tings is exceedingly high, and anyhow in the case of calves could 
be considerably me Bo as these could be all shipped together in 
a pen on deck; and $20.25 for feed is perhaps somewhat high also, 
for the feeding of calves, as the journey from New York to Santos 
is a matter of about 20 days, and will be shortened to little over 15 
days, when direct lines are in full operation. Twenty-five dollars 
for attendant need not be counted here, for that charge comes in the 
following item. We have entered a little into the discussion of the 
expenses of marine transportation, but naturally that is a matter 
which you must look up yourselves at the shipping point, obtaining 
all possible information from shippers, steamship companies, and 
the Bureau of Markets, of the Department of Agriculture (Wash- 
ington, D. C.). 
4th: feed and care on board. The amount of food to be shipped: 
along with the stock depends naturally upon the length of the sea- 
journey. Yet, it is always advisable to ship a certain quantity 
knowingly in excess of stock’s actual needs, so as to have, on land- 
ing, a certain quantity left on hand, with which to gradually ac- 
custom the stock to its new food-stuffs, without too sudden a 
transition. It will prove advisable to have a good man accompany 
the stock on the voyage, a man used to properly feeding and taking 
care of young stock. Ship stewards do it, when nobody else is there 
to attend. But young stock are so sensitive on their food, they so 
easily scour or develop other fatal troubles (if not properly cared 
for) that we believe it would be a wise policy to send a competent 
man alone with them; and that is why it is advisable to ship a cer- 
tain number of head at a time, so as to reduce the expenses per 
capita. Steamship companies generally give a free 2d-class pass- 
age to men who accompany stock, and we could take charge of the 
man here, for a while, until he gradually accustomed the stock to 
their new environment and foodstuffs, and then turned them over 
to our own men. This return passage would have to be paid; and 
after his first trip, such a man should be a very valuable element in 
further shipments, knowing as he would all the details of the 
business.

As to prices ob- 
tainable, it is diffi- 
cult to give any very 
precise information. 
As already stated, it 
is only now that the 
stock raisers in this 
country are begin- 
ning to wake up to 
the necessity of bet- 
ter bulls, and the 
market is still some- 
what shy of fancy 
prices. It may hap- 
pen occasionally that 
some large English 
or American concern will pay quite a good price for a high-class 
breeder—but as nobody yet goes in, here, for pedigree stock-raising, 
and as fine bulls are used only for range purposes (cross-breeding 
and grading up), the demand that does exist at present is mostly 
for a good type of pure-bred bull, but not essentially perfect, nor 
of a very distinguished pedigree. At the last show here in Sao 
Paulo (April 1919), 4 or 5 pedigree Herefords, and 2 or 3 Devons 
sold for 4 and 5 “contos” apiece (1 conto—250 to 280 dollars Am- 
gold) say an average of $1200 to $1300 per head. Non-registered 
bulls (very high grades) bought in lots of 5 or 10, went for prices 
ranging from 1 to 2 contos ($250 to a little over $500). These 
prices are for stock 2, 2% or 3 years old. Heifers would sell at 
perhaps 25 per cent. less. At the same show we saw several lots of 
unregistered 24-year-old heifers, in calf, sell for $300 apiece. 

_ To figure how the business would work out. you have to take 
into consideration the following items: 

1st: value of the stock, at 10-12 months of age. 

2d: expenses of putting aboard steamer. 

3d: marine freight and insurance. 

In the September issue of “The Field,” illustrated on page 733, 
you will find some valuable information on rates of shipments of 
cattle to South America. The freight alone, as you will see, is given 
out as $180 per head for grown up stock, and $90 for calves—a new

There are no import 
duties on pure bred 
breeding stock. 

6th: immuniza- 
tion, feed and care 
on our place. This 
would run up to 
about. 3. milreis 
(Brazilian money) 
per day, equivalent 
(according to ex- 
change) to 75 to 80 cents American gold per day, or say $125 to 
$150 for a period of six months, when the young bulls would be 
ready for sale. We could possibly cut down quite a good deal on 
this last item, but foodstuffs, and especially alfalfa hay and good 
grain (oats, etc.), are pretty expensive here and in this general sur- 
vey of the proposition, we would much rather give you the excessive 
figures than remain below the truth, so that if there be any varia- 
tion in the estimates, in final settlement, it will be rather in the way 
of a smaller than a larger expense. 

Summing up items 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6, you have roughly a total 
maximum charge of $300 to $400, leaving a margin of 500 to 600 
dollars for the value of bull, if we accept the quite admissable sell- 
ing price of $1000 per head. It is up to American breeders to see 
if this margin is satisfactory to them. 

We may add that, in case some breeders were interested in our 
proposition, and would advise us in good time in advance (say not 
later than February), of how many head of stock, and of what ages 
and sexes, they would intend to ship us that year, we possibly could, 
easily enough, obtain from the Federal Government of Brazil very 
substantial favours, such as the refunding of marine freight ex- 
penses, or possibly a bonus of $100 or so per head imported—which 
would very materially reduce expenses and therefore revert in bene- 
fit of American breeders.

and Erroll (2723), and in the estimate of 
his owner would be placed below no other 
sire ever used at Ballindalloch, with the 
single exception of Young Viscount. 
Justice (1462), calved 1878, bred at Bal- 
lindalloch, was an exceptionally well-bred 
sire. By some good judges he was con- 
sidered the best bull that had been seen up 
to his time. He had a beautifully clean-cut 
head, with a high-blooded look about him, 
and had excellent barrel and quarters, but 
he exhibited a slackness around the waist 
which always gave his attendant trouble in 
the show ring. His attractive carriage and 
symmetry enabled him as a rule to hold his 
own with the best bulls of his day. 
Mosstrooper (2256), calved 1882, a noted 
bull, bred in the Guisachan herd, is mention- 
ed as of small account from a show-yard 
point of view, but as having sometimes been 
classed with Iliad as a sire of extraordinary 
potency whose produce in the male line were 
for some years next to invincible.,He left 
182 pedigree calves at Guisachan—73 bulls 
and 59 heifers. The most famous of his 
sons was Cash (4558), this being a bull of 
magnificent symmetry, substance and form, 
and when at his best, although his bone was 
considered a trifle coarse, he was an un- 
doubted prince among his contemporaries.

Dickson Gets Canadian Herdsman 


Jack Ball will act as herdsman for Dick- 
son & McDowell’s Aberdeen-Angus herd at 
Prinville, Oregon, taking out the cattle that 
Mr. Dickson bought at Chicago.

obtained last week a free special fast 
ee tee 30 bulls imported by us from the 
Argentine, saving thereby over $1,500 gold 
cn this transaction, to say nothing of the 
greater comfort and better care of the stock 
on their 2,000 mile overland journey. 

A last remark: Although we are al- 
ways open to receive stock on the terms out- 
lined, yet we would always have to be con- 
sulted, by cable if necessary, for we might 
just then have our accommodation already 
all taken up by other lots of stock. Also, if 
it were difficult to make up a bunch of 30 
calves, as suggested, we might probably re- 
duce considerably all expenses, by bunching 
together with the Black Polls, two or three 
small lots of other breeds, mainly of Hol- 
stein cattle, of which also we are importers. 

Resuming all this long letter, we can, 
offer you our services in two very distinct 
manners: First for the advertising and 
propaganda work of the Polled-Angus breed 
in Brazil; second for the safe and practical 
introduction of the breed in Brazil. And we 
may add we do not believe much will be 
done—practically—in the lines of proposi- 
tion number two, if proposition number one 
is not energetically and efficiently carried 
out. Here, like everywhere else, advertising 
intelligently means everything. 

We would deem it a favor if you would 
put these considerations before such mem- 
bers of your association as you think they 
might interest, and hoping to hear from you 
at an early date, we remain,

In addition to our letter of the 11th 
inst., we may add that, from information we 
have been gathering, there are in the State 
of Rio Grande do Sul alone, over 100,000 
head of Polled-Angus (mostly grade) stock, 
in the hands of 91 stock raisers or ranchers 
—which is quite a promising little nucleus 
to start propaganda work with. 

And since we are talking of “grade” 
stock, let us mention that, in order to supply 
this market, there is no need to send very 
perfect or very expensive representatives of 
the breed. What is mostly in demand here 
is high-grade cross breeds. A distinction is 
made in South America, between pure-bred 
stock of “pedigree,” i. e.: registered in of- 
fical Herd Books and tracing directly up to 
pure English registered stock, on both sides 
—and what we might call “pure cross breds” 
(locally “puros por cruzamento”) which are 
breeding stock with at least 5 crosses, on the 
paternal side, by pure registered bulls. 
Now, these are the stock that sell, and sell 
well here. 

For importation from the States, how- 
ever, all incidental expenses (shipping, etc.) 
will be just the same as for the most ex- 
pensive pedigree stock, and besides, to ob- 
tain government help, the stock imported 
must have a certificate of registration. 

Therefore, such breeders who had An- 
gus stock so highly graded as to be practic- 
ally pure-bred, and provided your associa- 
tion be willing to give the stock a document 
certifying for each individual that it is out 
of a pure-bred registered bull (giving his 
name and registration number) and out of a 
cow with at least 5 continuous crosses of 
pure Angus blood, could send us this class 
of breeding stock within the regulations is- 
sued by the Federal Government of Brazil, 
and on account of their lower price, find for 
them a much readier sale.

stock raiser here and breeder in the States. 

Hence the necessity of an organization 
that will receive and centralize here all in- 
quiries and orders here, and transmit them 
to an organized corporation (like yours) in 
the States, for distribution among its mem- 
bers cr interested parties. 

In the same way, and in order to pro- 
tect the interest of legitimate trade against 
unscrupulous dealers, and to prevent decep- 
tions as to the purity or quality of stock of- 
fered here for sale, it would be advisable to 
have an organization here capable of con- 
trolling the entries of Angus breeding stock 
into this country, and registering and trac- 
ing always such pure stock as would carry 
a certificate issued by your corporation, ail 
other stock being reputed as doubtful, and 
therefore of little value. 

For all these reasons, it might prove of 
interest to your association to have on this 
side an official correspondent, to whom you 
would communicate all transactions made 
with Brazil, who would always keep you 
posted as to market conditions here, and who 
weuld generally look after the interests, in 
Brazil, that you represent directly in the 


States.
